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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed July 
8, 2008. At the time of the Office Action, Claims 15-36 were pending in this Application. 
Claims 15-36 were rejected. Claims 15, 25, 35, and 36 have been amended. Claims 37-39 
have been added. Applicants respectfully requests reconsideration and favorable action in 
this case. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 15, 25, 35 and 36 were rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. §101 
because the claimed invention is directed to non- statutory subject matter. Applicants amend 
Claims 15, 25, 35, and 36 to overcome these rejections and respectfully request full 
allowance of all pending Claims as amended. 

The Examiner rejected the specification under 35 U.S.C. 101 for allegedly being 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Applicant respectfully disagrees. 

With respect to independent claims 15 and 25, these claims have been amended to 
recite the transmission of the document of at least the new position codes. The specification 
is directed to the coding of documents, for example, using the XML schema definitions and 
for transmission of such documents. See^ substitute specification, e.g., paragraph [0002]. 
The specification particular mentions the MPEG-4 and MPEG-7 standards which are used for 
document transmission in digital systems. See^ substitute specification, e.g., paragraph 
[0003]. Finally, the specification specifically mentions the transmission of data and in 
particular, the requirement in the prior art of re-transmitting all data if no more positions 
codes are left in a document. See, substitute specification, e.g., paragraph [0004]. 

New Claims 37-39 have been amended to include the step of storing at least the new 
position codes which applies for at least the scenario discussed in paragraph [0004]. The 
storing of the position codes is disclosed in Figs. 2 and 3 which show how the binary 
representations are formed within a data structure. In particular paragraph [0015] discloses 
how new position codes are inserted into an existing data structure and, thus, stored. 
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Hence, Applicant believes that all claims are now directed to statutory subject matter. 
No new matter has been added.
